J fay, they may be ufeful; and I add, they ought to 
be fo to the utmoft, that their Situation allows. Go- 
vernment is the Bufinefs of thofe, who are appointed to 
sovern, and of thofe, who are appointed to controul them. 
Ret the Brtti/s Conftitution is the Bufinefs of every Briton. 
It :s'fo more particularly, indeed, of Perfons raifed, like 
you, to the higheit Pofts in the Government. You lie un- 
cer particular Obligations of this Kind, befides the general 
Engagements of Intereft and Duty, that are common to all ; 
and a Neglect in others would be a Breach of Truft in you. 
We fay that our Kings can do no Wrong. The Maxim 
is wifely eftablithed, and ought to be foliowed, no doubt, 
es tar asthe Conduct of Princes renders the Obfervance ot . 
it practicable. But from the Eftablifhment of this Maxim 
refaits the Neceflity of another, without which the Exer. 
cife of the executive Power would remain under no Coa- 
troul. “hough our Kings can do no Wrong, and though 
they cannot be called to Account by any Form our Con- 
fitution preferibes, their Minifters may. They are an- | 
fworable for the Adminiftration of the Government ; each 
tor his particular Part, and the prime, or fole Miniter, 
when there happens to be one, for the whole. He is fo 
the more, and the more juftly, if he hath affected to ren- 
der himfelf fo, by ufcrping on his Fellows, by wrigling, 
jatmgaing, Whifpering, and bargaining himfels into this 
dangerous Poit; to which he was not called by the gene- 
ral Saffrage, nor perhaps by the deliberate Choice of his 
Slater himfelf. Ist follows then that Minifters are anfwer- 
asic for every Thing done to the Prejudice of the Confti- 
ition, in the fame Proportion as the Prefervation of the 
Conttitation im its Purity and Vigour, or ‘the: perverting, 
ast weokening it, are of greater Confequence to the Natioa 
doy other Initances of good, or bad Government. 
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Believe me, Sir, a Reverence for the Conttitution, and 
3 confcientious Regard to the Prefervation of it, are in the 

itical, tike Charity in the religious Syfitem, a Cloak to 
hide a Multitude of Sins ; and as the Performance of all 
other religious Duties will not ayail in the Sight of God, 
without Charity, fo neither will the Difcharge of all other 
minifterial Duties avail in the Sight of Men, wirchout 2 
fnthfal Difcharge of this principal Duty. Should a Minifter 
govern, in various Inftances of domefiick and foreign NJanage 
ment, ignorantly, weakly, or even wickedly; and yet pay 
this Reverence and Regard to che Conititution, he would 
deferve much better Quarter, and meet with it too from 
every Man of Senfe and Honour, than a Minifter, who 
thould conduct the Adminiftration with great Ability and 
Saccefs, and fhould at the fame Time procure and abet, 
oreyen connive at fuch indirect Violotions of the Rules 
of the Conftitution as tend to the Dettruction of it, or even 
ow fuch Evafions as tend to render it ufelefs. A Minifter, 
who had the ill Qualities of both thele, and the good ones 
of neither; who made his Adminiftration hateful in fome 
Refpects, and defpicable in others ; who fought that Secu- 
rity by ruining the Conftitution, which he had forfeited ' y 
Cvhonouring the Government ; who encouraged the prod. 
gate, and feduced the unwary, to concur with him In this 
Delign, by affecting to explode all publick Spirit, and to 
ridicule every Form of our Conftitution; fuch a Minifter 
would be loox’d upon moft juftly as the Shame and Scourge 
of his Country ; fooner or later he would fall without 
ty; and itis hard to fay what Punoifhment would !e pro- 
portionahle to his Crimes. To couclude this Head 
therefore; fince the Obligations ol Intereft and Duty on 
every Man, efpecially on every Minifter, and more efpe- 
cally ftuil ona Prime, or fole Miuitter, to reverence the 
Conititution, to conform his Conduct to if, and neither to 
invade, nor fuffer it to be invaded ty others, are fo un- 
deniable; and fo ftrong ; and iince the Miecane, which the 
Minifter’s Power gives him to preferve it in Purity and 
Vigour, or tocorrupt and weaken it, are {0 many ; nothing 
could be more proper than a Dedication to one i your 
exalted Station, of Papers, that are written fo explain 
this Intereft, and to entorce this Duty, and to prefs them 
On the Underftanding and Confeence of every Man sn 
Britain. but of him mo, who is moit coucera d. 
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“After the genera! Reafons, for addrefliag this Dedication 
to you, give me leave to defcend into fome, that area lit. 
tle more particular, and that regard the Man, as well as 
the Muniiter. 

If the Principles of the Revolution, and the Means em. 
ployed in it, haye not been vindicated by me, with as great 
Force of Reafon and Eloquence, as they were by by you, . 
in a famous Oration you made at Sacheverel's Trial, th 
have been vindicated however to the beit of my Power, 
Phe Caufe is the fame, though the Periormances are not 
equal ; and fince the Caufe is the fame, the Caufe will re. 
commend my Writings to your good Opinion, how hittle 
foever you may like tHe Advocate. But I have fomething 
more to urge in my Own Favour. You had a Sermon to 
condemn, anda Perfonto roaft, (for that, I think, was 
the decent Language of the Time) and, to carry on the 
Allegory, you roafted him at fo fierce a Fire, that you 
burnt yourfelves. Your Arguments being confined to 
the j ropofitions this Preacher had advanced, you may 
feem rather to have juftify’d Reftftance, or the Means em 
ployed to bring about the Revolution, than the Revolution; 
for though the Principles of the Revolution were, and 
muft for ever remain true, and though the Means were 
jit, and will for ever be fo, in Cafes of the like Nature; 
yet true Principles, and juft Means, require to be farther 
fanctify’d by theirEnds, The Man, who thould affect the 
greateft Zeal for the Principles ‘then eftablished, and the 
Means then ufed, would deferve, I think, to he rank’d 
among the f2l{e Brethren, and would prove himielt 4 

reacherous, and a mercenary Friend to the Revolutiad, 
if he thew’d any Indifference about the Ends obtain’d, of 
endeavour’d in any Manner to defeat thofe, that were in- 
tended to be obtained by it. ‘The People, who run fo great 
a Rifgue, and bring about fo great an Event, in order 0 
teftore their Conftitution, and to fecure their Liberties @& 
gainit Dangers of every Kind, and efpecially againit thole, 
which recent Experience have taught them to apprehend, 
have furely a good Right to the whole Benefit of fuch3 
Revolution ; end they cannot be deprived of any Part of 
this Benefit, or leit expofed to any Shadow of the fame 
Dangers, by any Rule of Juftice, or good Policy. 

Such Con ‘derations as thefe made me think that, to af 
fert and vindicate fully the Horcur and Fufice of the 
@odution, :c was neceflary that the Ends of the noe 
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fhould be infited upon in my Arguments, whether they 
were f> or notin yours; and that the Impo:tance of the 
Subject, as well as the Difference of the Occations, (for the 
whole lay open before me) would be a fuficient Reafon 
for jupplying ia the Copy what was wantiag in the Origi- 
nal. i gave endeavoured therefore to fhew how much our 
Conftizution hath been improvéd, how far our Liberties 
have beta better fecured by the Revolution, and how lit- 
tle is wanting to compleat that glorious Defign, and to 
render the Britih Confitution the moft periect syitem of 
a free Goverament, that was ever eftablithédin the World. 
Ifall the acs of Revolution are already obtdined, it 
is not ou'y impertinent to argue for obtaining any of them, 
but féctious Defigns might be imputed, and the Name ot 
Incendiary be applied with fome Colour, perhaps, to any 
one, who fhouid perfift ia preffing this Point. Ou the other 
hand, if any of thefe Ends have not been fully obtamed, 
_ the Reproach of Faction and the Title of Incendiary will 

belong to every Perfon, who raifes @ Conteft by his Op- 
pofi:ion to thefe Inftances, and who endeavours to make 
the Friends of the Conftitut’on pafs for Enemies to the 
Government. Thus it is eafy to join [fue ; and when [f- 
fue is once jo‘ned, it cannot be difficult to decide. La 
principal End of the Revolution was to fecure the Nation 
fort.ie future agiinft all the Dangers, to which Liberty, 
as well as Religion, had been expofed before the Revotu- 
tion; if one of thefe Dangers arofe from the Corruption 
that had been employ’d to create a Dependency of the 
two Houfes of Parliament on the Crown ; if this Corrup- 
tion might have fucceeded, very probibly then, had the 
- Means been fufficient to fupport it; if no Provifion was 
made, at the Revolation, to fecure the Independency of 
the two Houfes, and the Freedom of Elections, againft Cor- 
ruption; if no Proyifion hath been made againft this Dan- 
ger, fince the Revolution, proportionable to that Iacreafe 
o! the poffible Means of Corruption, which hath happened 
fince the Revolution, by the Increafe of the Revenue of 
the Crown, of Debts, of Taxes, and of Officers, and 
Powers to raife thefe Taxes; if. all this be fo, (and the 
whole Merjrs of the Caufé may be fafely refled there) how 
Cain it be pretended that‘all the Ends of the Revolation have 
been already obtained? They have not moft certainly. 
When, and in what Manner, they fhal! obtained, it 
Would be Prefumption in any private Perfans {fo much 
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ro infinuate. They may reprefent fuch Things as they 
judge to be of Ufe to the Puodlick, 2nd may Lupport their 
Reprefentations by all the Reafons, that have determined 
their Opinions, “Thus far their Province extends, All be. 
yond this belongs to their Superiors; and, in the Cafs 
before us, to the Wifom of the Nation affem led in Par. 
Jiament. This however [ would add ; that as a Con fiftency - 
ot Character feems to exact from you a Zeal for ol tainin 
all the Ends of the Revolution, fuitable to that, which 
you have expreffed for the Principles it eftablithed, and the 
WVicans it employed; fo the particular Obligations yOu lie 
under to promote the Honour and Intereft of his prefent 
Mayjefty, and of his Roya] Family, feem to exact the fame; 
for, after all, the Revolution is the Foundation of the pre. 
fent Settlement ; whatever ftrengthens the Foundatio 
ftrengthens the Superftructure ;. and there can be no Need. 
of going about to prove that to obtain all the Ends oj; the 
Revolution is to ftrengthen that Foundation. The Argu- 
ments, that prevail’d formerly with many againft the Prine 
ciples and Means of the Revolution, are quite exploded; 
the Prejudices againft them are quite Worn out. We may 
thercfore perfuade, without flattering ourfel:es, that the 
Foundation of our prefent Settlement, and of all our fu 
ture national Happinefs, is laid immoveably in thefe two 
Refpects. - Shall it not be fo, and does it not become yon 
in a particular Manner to endeavour that it fhould be. fo, 
in every Refpect; Could you forgive yourfelt, if you neg- 
lected the firft Opportunity of concurring to remove the 
Jeaft Pretence from the DifaffeCted, nay from the Well- 
affected, to fay that the Ends of particular Men, of Par- 
ties, andof Families, have been anfwer’d by the Revolution, 
beyond their feveral Expectations ; but that the 
- tional Expectations have not been fo fully anfwered, nar 
3 the Ends of the Revolution entirely obtain’d. No Man 
knows better than you the Truth and Force of what hath 
been here adyane’d. No Man therefore is able to makes 
-jufter Application of it to the moft important Interefts of 
your Country, to the true Intereft of your Ro ‘al Maf- 
ter, and to your Private tntereft too; if that wilt add, as 
I prefume it will, fome Weight to the Scale, and if that 
requires, as I prefume it does, a Regard to Futurity a 
well as to the prefent Monument. |

The following Courant is @ Centinacticn of the Athenian 
Hiftory, and Remarks apcn it. 


F the Athenians treated Thefevs thus ungratefully if 

they rebelled againft the Prince, who had deprived him- 
felf of the Power rather than leave them any Caufe of 
Difquiet; if they drove them to Exile, and to an imma- 
ture Death him who had ferttled their State, and left them 
in Safety, we are not to attribute it to the Hatred of his 
Perfon, but to their Diflike of his Othce, toa Love of 
Change, and to a wanton Defire of fhewing their own Pow. 
er: Thefe were apparently the Motives which pro- 
duced this extraordinary Revolution, andin the Place 


of their lawful Sovereign, fet Menefbeus, the Chief of the 


Anti-Courtiers, on the Athenian Throne. This Man had 
before procured an Army of Foreigners toenter his native 
Country, and now, after declaiming fo long and fo fuccefs- 
fully againft Royal Power, with great Readinefs aifumed it. 
To the Siege of Troy he wear, with the other Gracian 
Princes, at the Head of a confiderable Body of ‘{’roops, 
and with a Fleet of fifty Sail; whence it appears, that his 
Predecefor left the Affairs of the Kingdom in good Order, 
for Agamemnon, then the moft powerful Monarch in Greece 
brought hut a hundred Ships to the Phryg aa Coait,and Me- 
atlaus his Brother, who, no doubt, exerted his utmoft 
Strength, came with no more than thirty. MencfPbheus 
however performed nothing remarkable during that tamous 
War, nor did he live to fee his Kingdom after it was finith- 
ed; but died in his Returnin the Ifland of Me/cs. 
Demophon, the Son of Thefeus, was alfo at the Deftruc- 
tion of Troy, and after that was over, determined with 


In this he met with little Trouble ; 3 for the Athenians, as 
they made no Scruple of expelling his Father, tho’ he had 


mitting his Son, tho’ he had done them no good. Demo-

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phon however proved a very virtuous Prince, and raifed 


the Credit, and improved the Wealth of his Subjects cop. 
fiderably. He reigned Thirty-four Years in Peace and 
Honour, and was then fucceeded by his Son Oxyates, of 
whom we know little more than he held the Arhenian Scep. 
tre Twelve Years, and then left it to his Son Apbydas, 
Who held it but One, being murdered by his Baftard Bro. 
ther Thymartes, who, notwithftanding the Barbarity of this 
Fact, and the flender Claim he had to the Regal Power, 
een it quietly for Eight Years, and then difcovering 

imfeli to be not only a Villain but 2 Coward, by refufing 
to fight Xanrbus, King of Boatia, he was depofed by the 
People, and Melaatheus, a Stranger, who flew Yantbus, re- 
ce:ved the Crown for his Reward, and reigned with great 
Reputation, Thirty-feven Years, when he was fucceeded 
by his Son Cedrus, a much braver and better Man than 
himfel. In the Twenty-firft Year of his Reign, the He. 
raclida@, who then held Pe/epone/as, who had long been up- 
on ull Terms with the Athenians, invaded their Dominions, 
promifing themfelves great Succefs, becaufe the Oracle had 
alfured them of continual Victory, provided they hurt not 
the Athenian King; but Codrus preferring his Country 
to his Crown, and the Safety of his Subjects to his own, 
went cifguifed into the Enemy’s Camp, and in a Fray pro- 
voked them to kill him, which, as foon as they difcovered, | 
they itumediately retired in great Confufion, leaving the 
People of Athens to proceed as they thought fit, as to the 
Difpofition of their Crown. Out of Gratitude to Codrus, 
tiiey put by his Son from the Throne, and wifely refoved 
to sri no more Kings, tor fear they fhould not have fuch 
anorner. 

The Convenience of a fupreme Magiftrate inclined them 
to leave Medon, the Son of their late Prince, the Title of 
“Archon, anda more reftrained Power than their former Mo- 
Dirchs pofleffed, and the fame Degree of Favour and In- 
Culgence was extended to Thirteen of his Race, who were 
bis Succeffors, under whom they enjoyed Peace, Plenty, 
and Freedom. Then they took it into their Hands to make 
another Alteration, and to allow their Archons but Ten 
Yerrs, which after a while, they altered again, and reduced 
to One. By thefe Steps was the Form of Rule at Athens, 
or, in the modern Phraife, the Attick Conftitution chang 
fry>m a Monarchy to a Democracy, of which Government 


the natural Ficklenefs of their Difpofitions made na” . 
on 
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fond, thatnot content with fettling it among themfelves, 
they were for intruding it on every other State in Greece, 
as Thucidydes tells us in his Hiftory of the Peleponefian 
War. Bur, before we part with this Subject, it may not be 
amifs to look a little into the Advantages which accrued to 


this People trom that Kind of Regimen which they laid 
alide 

What the Arhemians owed to the ancient Form of their 
Conftitution, will in fome Meafure, appear, if we confider 
firft, the Number, of Years they ‘lived quietly under it. 
And, fecondly, the wife and prudent Resulaiae made by 
their Kings, for the equal Adminiftration of Juftice, and 
the promoting, in every other Refpect, the Welfare of the 
State. Now, in the Point of Time, upwards of Eight 
bundred Years elapfed from the Death of Cecrops to the 
laying afide of fingle Magiftrates ; but, if we run back to 
the Ogye:zn Times the Amount will be increafed confider- 
ably; yet this alone if we reflect on the Nature of political 


Structures, is a ftrong Evidence in Favour of the Athenran 


Monarchy ; for had not the Princes, who in this long flux 
of Time, poffefed by Turns, the Royal Authority, manag- 
ed with great Prudence, Mildaefs and good Fortune, it 1s 
impofiihle to conceive how they fhould conferve their Do. 
minions unfubdued by foreign Force, and undivided by fac- 
tons athome; but the Excellence of this Kind of Govern. 
ment is {till more ftrongly demoaffrated from the iew 
Acts of the Kings of Athens, which Oblivion hath not 
fwallow’d up. By Cecrops the Atheniaas, who alterwaras 
bumaniz’d the World, were taught themielves 
*y Cecrep the Second they were led from Huts aid firag- 
ling Cottages, into Towns and more regular Society. By 
be/us the Plan of publick Happinefs was ftill farther pur- 
fued'; he laid out the Flower of his Days in the Service 
Gi his Subje@s, and raifed that Superftructure, to which 
te Genius of the free State added rather Luftre than 
strength. He invited Strangers to fetcle at Arheas, as the

‘Arts, and how to improve their Trade; but to prevent 
tat Confafion, which might eafily have happened trom 
luch a Mixture of Nations, and to remedy thofe Incony« 
mencies which were threatned thereby, he divided the whole 
of his Subjects into three Clailes, Nobility, 
Rushandmen and Mechanicks. ‘“Tothe Nobility belong- 
ed the Choice of Magiftrates, the Care of publick Ajltairs, 
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and the fupervizing Religious Rites. In other Refpe@s, on 
b> jualty as far as poffible, was fettled; yet fo as that the 
tit excelle¢in Honours, the fecond in Wealth, and the 
lait in. Numbers. fuch was the Contriyance of Thefeys. 
which as it was perfectly fuited to render the People great 
aod happy, fo it had not the leaf Tendency towards ag. 
grondizing himfelf or his Succeffors, which Arifcrle juftly 
acknowledges, when he fays, that he was the firit, who 
out of Regard to the People, diminifh’d the?’rerogatives of 
aCrown. Thofe who reigned after him, followed his Ex. 
ample; and tho’ it cannot be affirmed, that they extended 
their Dominions by Conqueft, or carried the Glory of the 
Athenian Arms very high, yet Hiftory will bear us ont in 
afferting, that they protected their Subjects from Infults, 
and govern'’d them in Peace. 

From the Virtues of the Ahbenia22 Princes, jet us turn 
Our Eyes on the Genius of the Athenian Nation, and we 
thal; find that as it owed its Cultivation, and even its Birth 
tothe Advantages which their Government beitowed ; fo 
we thall without Difficulty, difcover that it grew bold and 
enterprizing, in 1 roportion to the many Advantages they 
drew {rom the fingular Felicity which they enjoyed uncer 
Aulpices of a longTrain of Monarchs. Under Cecreps they 
were Savages, under his Succeffors Men, under The/ews 
they scquired Courage, Science, and politenefs ; and whea 
Merefibeus led them to Trey, they were fo remarkable for 
Eloguence, that the Right of making Funeral Orations for 
thofe who were flain in the War, beloaged to them. Under 
the following Kings and Archons, they doubtlefs made ftill 
greater and greater Improvements, and by Degrees rofe f0 
high, not only in the Opinion of others, but themielves, 
that they thought it inglorious to acdnowledge the Sove- 
reignty of one ; and therefore when they made the Magi- 
{tracy Annual, the appointed nine Archons, tho’ the Year 
was denominated from the firft. But the Form and Sut- 
cefs of this memorable Mutation in the Arbenian Policy, 
mitt be referred to fucceeding Papers.

This I fhall do from the Author of the Confiderations — 
the Publick Funds, who fays, he has procured his 
formations from the. beft Authorities, and really bee 
en that every Word of what he has advane’d is ftrict- 
y true, | 

I muft here beg Leave to make Ufe of the Name of 
an honourable Perfon, Sir R W ~, be- 
caufe ’tis well known, that whatever hath been faid om 
this Subject has no other meaning than to Ax fome Imputa- 
tion upon him ; ’tis therefore juft that it fhould be known 
what Share he had in this Tranfaction, and in what Situ- 
ation he then was. | a 

This Event happened in the Month of September, 1720. 
It is well known Sir R Y— ——e was then no

The firft Expedient was, for the Bank to circulate Bonds

/ This not being relifhed immediately, it was propos’d that 
there fhould be a meeting of a Committee, contfiftine of 
five of each Company at the Poft-Matter General’s Houfe, 
where were prefent, Lord Prefident, Mr. Secretary. Craggs, 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Robert IVaitole, Efq; 
Mr. Craggs Pott Mafter General, and Sir Yohn Fellows Sub- 
Governor of the South Sea Company, Charles Foy Deputy 
Governor, Sir Theodore Fanfen, Mr. Gore, Mr, Che/fer, Mr.
